At the time that the letter was delivered Mr« 
EDWARD COFFEY acting for SPENCER J. DRAYTON requested that the 
New York Police Department not be notified at this time 
concerning the necessity of taking precautions at Jamaica , 
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NY 9-l°53 

Race * track where Hr. VANDERBILT*s horses were run* He 
requested the delay in order that ho would have an opportunity 
to advise the victim* 

On October 15, 1953 Mr. COFFEY advised Assistant 
Special Agent in Charge EDWARD J* MC CASE that he had contacted 
Mr. VANDERBILT and the New York City Police Department could 
be notified* 

The letter was contained in an envelope addressed 
to Hr* ALFRED G. VANDERBILT, c/o Westchester Racing Association, 
250 Park Avenue, New York 17, New York* The address of 250

letter as a crank letter in all probability. His first 
impulse had been to tear It up* He did not give any 
consideration to complying with the demands set out in the 
letter that he place an advertisement In the New York Journal 
American* 

Mr, VANDERBILT pointed out the incorreot and 
poor spelling although noting that the writer claimed to 
be a former Army officer# He stated that the. writer 
probably was not familiar with raolng procedures.- In Mr* 
VANDERBILT*s opinion the writer is not'an employed Of any 
of the race tracks nor a former employee* Hie opinion la 
based upon the fact that the writer* Indicates a.belief that 
Mr* VANDERBILT Is'able to predict when his horses.will win * 
which is definitely untrue* .Mr.VANDERBILT explained that 
entries for a race must be submitted prior to 10:30 A.M* 
on the day before the race# At- the time the entry is sub¬ 
mitted no one knows the numerical order of the races to* 
be run,. After all the entries are In the track authorities 
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arrange the order of the races from the standplnt of 
endeavoring to provide the beet public attraction* Hr. 
VAKDwRBILT informed that it would be possible to know the 
number of the race if necessary by contacting the authorities 
who as a favor to him would be able to tell him the order 
of the races, probably about 11:00 a.M. on the day before 
the race. Ordinarily this is not done. He advised that he
